1 In the meantime a congressional committee is to investigate the pay situation and to make a report on 
the matter to Congress by January, 1922, with a view to offering recommendations for permanent read- 
justment of pay.

Officers ordered to permanent changes of station are entitled to 
transportation for wife and dependent children, and also for trans- 
portation of household effects not to exceed 7,200 pounds. 

Field of Work. 

The Public Health Service has a broad and varied field of work, 
including the medical care of certain beneficiaries, patients of the 
Veterans' Bureau, officers and enlisted men of the United States 
Coast Guard, sailors of the Merchant Marine, etc., at the United 
States marine hospitals and Public Health Service Hospitals; the 
examination of arriving alien immigrants at ports of entry; the con- 
duct of national quarantine stations; the prosecution of campaigns 
against epidemic disease; the examination of biological products 
offered for sale in interstate commerce; the carrying out of research 
study in the Hygienic Laboratory, Washington, D. C; and the study 
of the various factors in the protection of the public health in all parts 
of the Nation. In time of war, officers may be ordered by the Presi- 
dent to duty with either the Army or the Navy. The regular officers 
of the Public Health Service are commissioned by the President by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, and their con- 
tinuance in office is dependent only upon their good behavior and 
attention to duty. 



BIRTH RATES IN THE UNITED STATES, 1920. 

BATES IN THE BIRTH REGISTRATION AREA, FURNISHED BY THE BUREAU OF THE 

CENSUS. 

The Department of Commerce, through the Bureau of the Census, 
announces that in the year 1920 there were 1,508,874 births reported 
within the birth registration area of the United States, which includes 
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23 States and the District of Columbia, the estimated population of 
this area on July 1, 1920, being 63,659,441, or 59.8 per cent of the 
total population of the United States. The birth rate was 23.7 per 
1,000 population, which is considerably higher than the rate (22.3) 
for the previous year, but is below the rate (25) for 1916, which may 
be looked upon as a more normal year, as it preceded the influenza 
epidemic and the entrance of the United States into the war. 

For 1920 the highest birth rate (31.7) for the white population is 
found for North Carolina and the lowest (18.3) for California, while 
for the colored (which includes Negroes, Indians, Chinese, and 
Japanese) the highest rates are 39.5 and 39.3, respectively, for Wash- 
ington and California. The next highest rate for the colored (31.3) 
is for North Carolina. The lowest rate for the colored (disregarding 
the very low rates in a few of the New England States in which the 
Negro population is small) arc for Kansas (17.1) and Kentucky (17.6).

PRINCIPAL CAUSES OF DEATH COMPARED. 

DEATH HATES FOR PRINCIPAL CAUSES, SEPTEMBER AND OCTOBER, 1921, IN A 
GROUP OF INSURED PERSONS. 

The accompanying table is taken from the Statistical Bulletin, of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. for November, 1921. It pre- 
sents the mortality data of the industrial department of the company 
for September and October, 192', and October and year 1920. 

The figures are based on a strength of approximately 13 000,000 
insured persons. 

The death rate for this group for October was stated to be the 
.lowest for the year up to date, with the single exception of that for 
July. It is also slightly below that for October, 1920. It was 
stated that the death rate for tuberculosis (all forms) for October, 
1921 (95.3 per 100,000), is not only the lowest rate for the year, 
but is the lowest for this disease for any month in the history of the 
industrial department of the company.
